The first precursors of coming state 
ownership 
of the Chambersburg & 
Gettysburg turnpike were observed on 
Friday when a flying motor truck 
sped from Chambersburg to Gettys­ 
burg distributing and erecting high­ 
way signs and markers between the 
two points. The markers consist of 
substantial cast-iron pillars showing 
about eight feet above the earth with 
an open base of two arui a-half feet. 
The sign is detachable, the total 
weight of pillar and sign being about 
two 
hundred pounds. At highways 
crossing th** pike a pillar and sign are 
placed, hearing the line, “State High­ 
way,” and a second line, “Gettysburg, 
Pittsburgh,” an arrow pointing east­ 
ward for Gettysburg and westward 
for Pittsburgh. The letters are in 
white on a black ground. In some in­ 
stances distances are given, in figures. 
Kach pillar is set in cement and 
thus securely fastened against wind 
or bumps. Where there are sharp or 
dangerous curves a marker, “Curve,” 
is located at a suitable distance both 
east and west. Two men do the work 
directed by a state engineer as to lo­ 
cation and distances.

Sometimes I keep them In h pen a 
day or two beforehand, but I very

that the sow should he shut up by 
herself and fed alone some time be 
fore and some days after farrowing 
After the pigs come tile sow should 
not be fed very much for a few days 
else the pigs will scour und some of 
them may die. 
After two or three 
days the sow should have ber feed the 
same as before farrowing 
Provide 
plenty of room for exercise at alt 
times for the sow as well as the pigs. 
When the pigs are u month or ho old 
they will eat a little com and a little 
swill.
